|Most Remarkable Cases 
of Canadian Longevity. 


The Passing Away of Canadian 
Centenarians Recently. 


Cornwall, Ont., August 27. — The 
people of the counties of Stormont 
and Glengarry haye always been 
noted for their physiqueand longevity. 
A few months ago three centenarians 
passed away within a week, whose 
united ages amounted to 311 years. 
This week two more of the old resi- 
dents have died whose ages were in 
each case 105 years, 

‘The oldest citizen of this part of the 
country, and one of the oldest men in 
Canada, Joseph Smith, passed away 
on Wednesday, in his 105th year, at 
Aultsville. The deceased gentleman 
was a natiye of Ireland and came to 
this country about 70 years ago with 
the family of a deceased brother. He 
never married and always lived in 
Osnabruck township. Deceased was 
a man of fine character and was held 
in the highest esteem. 

Mary Macdonald, one of the oldest, 


if not the oldest, resident of Glen- 
garry, died at the home of her nephew, 
Alexander Greaves Macdonald, near 
Alexandria, aged 105 years. The de- 
ceased, who was a sister of the late 
MajorjAngus Macdonald, bas for many 
years (been a resident of Glengarry, 
coming to this country from Glen- 
garry, Scotland, when she was about 
twenty-five years of age. For the 
past thirteen years she has been con- 
fined to her rooms, but although im- 
paired physically her faculties re- 
mained clear, her memory was excel- 
lent and she could relate with re- 
markable clearness many incidents in 
connection with Glengarry’s early 


history. 


The British Way. 


British statesmen have a way of ex- 
pressing unpleasant truths in almost 
apologetically courteous phrases. A 
of this is that serious 


statements frequently are wrapped up 
in phrases which seem so mild as all 
but to escape public notice. Lord 
Lansdowne a fortnight ago afforded an 


example of this by the restrained and 


tnemotional manner in which he 


conveyed to Russia an intimation that 
would be singularly galling to a high- 
spirited and scrupulous Government. 


When Russia made public her extra- 
ordinary list of contraband articles 
British Government protested. 

inclusion of all provisions 


traband was the subject of especial 
The Foreign Office refused 
to accept ‘‘ the doctrine that it is for 
the belligerent to decide that certain 


articles or classes of articles are as a 


matter of course, and without refer- 


ence to other considerations, to be 


dealt with as contraband of war, re- 
gardiess of the well established rights 
of neutrals.” The Foreign Office went 
further, ‘* We went on to say that 
we could not consider ourselves 
bound to recognize as yalid the deci- 
sion of any Prize Court which violated 
those rights, or was otherwise not in 
conformity with the recognized prin- 
ciples of international law.” Russia 
thus was told, with all the politeness 
possible under the circumstance, that 
reat Britain had little confidence in 
1€ justice of her Prize Courts. 

Lord Lansdowne proceeded to ad- 
vert to the case of the Knight Com- 
mander, He held that ‘ the circum- 
stance that a Prize Court at Vladivo- 
stok had condemned the ship bad no 
bearing on the case. The British 
Government, he said, was unable to 
admit that the destruction of the ves- 
sel was justifiable, or that the pro- 
ceedings of these Prize Courts have 
any validity so far as this particular 
case is concerned.” Mr. Balfour on 
the same day used en stronger 
language. “I traverse the doctrine,” 
he said to the House of Commons, 
“that when that Prize Court has 
given its decision, if that decision be 
contrary to the law of nations, it is to 
be pccepred by the neutral.” In other 


words, tussia has been told, as ruffian- 
ly little South American republics 
often haye been told, that Great 


Britain declines to accept without 
question the-decisions of their courte, 
With what resounding emphasis Mr. 
Roosevelt would haye delivered such 
a diplomatic thrust. With what care 
he would have drawn the attention ot 
the nation to the proper way in which 
he was setting Russia down where 
she belonged. The soft voiced British 
Premier and Foreign Secretary con- 
veyed an exceedingly disagreeable 
intimation to Russia without exciting 
public comment. In due time, when 
the bill is presented to Russia for het 
present carnival of luw-breaking, 
these warning will prove useful.

PAYMENT OF WAGHS. 

Wages must be paid at intervals of 
not more than one week, and boys| 
under eighteen must be paid a _ mini- 
mum wage of five shillings and girls 
a minmum of four shillings per 
week. 
Moreover a weekly half holiday 
everywhere compulsory. Shops and 
factories must close at 1 o'clock on 
Saturdays, unless the local authori- 
ties, as is sometimes the case, elect 
Wednesday, more often Thursday, or 
some other day of the week for the 
half holiday. Almost universal sat- 
isfaction is expressed with the work- 
ing of this law. Business men ad- 
mit that the volume of their business 
has not been reduced, as they at first 
feared, and a well-known authority 
on New Zealand affairs declares : 
“There is, perhaps, no other among 
the labor enactments that has con- 
ferred such obvious benefit, with so 
little injury and so little friction, as 


is

a day a week to the leisure of the 
community.’” 

WITHOUT A STRIKE. 

So far from regretting the forma- 

tion of labor unions or opposing 
them, New Zealanders encourage 
them, and the very act of Parliament 
which ten years ago established com- 
pulsory arbitration is entitled: ‘‘An 
Act to encourage the formation of in- 
dustrial unions or associations, and 
| to facilitate the settlement of indus- 
trial disputes by conciliation and ar- 
bitration.”’ This in turn has pro- 
moted the formation of employers’ 
unions, and so the responsible recog- 
nized and ‘‘registered’’ organizations 
on both sides are provided for carry- 
ing the dispute to the court of set- 
tlement, 
Together with the court of arbi- 
tration, ‘Boards of Conciliation’ axe 
established in each of the six ‘‘in- 
dustrial _ districts’ of the colony. 
These boards consist of five members, 
two chosen from the registered union 
of workmen, two from the employ- 
ers’ union, while these four choose a 
fifth as their chairman. 

If all the parties to the dispute ac- 
cept the ruling of this Board of Con- 
ciliation the matter is settled for 
three years, and the case goes no 
further. If, however, as is usually 
the case, the award is not satisfac- 
tory to one or the other of the par- 
ties concerned, the matter is carried 
to the Court of Arbitration, which 
sits in different districts as occasion 
requires. This court consists of 
three members, one nominated by the 
employers’ union, one by the work- 
mens’ union, the third, who is the 
president, is appointed by the former 
in council. The award of this court 
is absolutely final, and there is no 
appeal. Series of labor disputes 
every year are settled by this court, 
and on the whole, the consensus of 
opinion approves most heartily of 
the scheme. 

BOARDS OF CONCILIATION. 

The Boards of Conciliation, how-

the aisputes, have not fulfilled public 
expectations, for their awards are 
not considered final, and four-fifths

It undertakes to 
settle all disputes between the work- 
men and his employer, and sees to it 
that the former gets his pay in good 
current coin of the realm. After he 
gets his pay it helps him save it, 
and, if he is not able to cave enough, 
pensions him in his old age, provided 
he has been a half-way decent fel- 
low. After he dies it takes care of 
his estate for him and administers it 
with neatness and despatch. 

“Governed to death!’’ “‘Legislated 
into the grave!’’ I hear some of my 
readers exclaim. But after all this 
tree, like every other, is known only 
by its fruits, and it must be said its 
fruits are not bad. 

This very paternal Government, it 
must be remembered, is the deliberate 
choice of the people themselves, and 
they ought to know what they want. 
It may induce them too often to vis- 
it the public crib, but it does not 
deprive them of self-respect, even if 
it in some degree diminishes personal 
initiation and self-reliance. 

But what are the results of this 
paternalistic socialism? Here are 
some of them. A land without pau- 
pers and without millionaires, an 
amount of private wealth that gives 
to each individual on the average 
more than £240, ranking him very 
high among the inhabitants of the 
most favored nations in the world in 
this respect; a country where every 
individual spends more for food, 
drink and clothes than in any other 
country in the world, in spite of the} 
comparative cheapness of staple ar- 
ticles; a country of industrious, pros- 
perous, contented, law-abiding, God- 
fearing people. These indisputable 
facts surely speak well for the indus- 
tribl conditions in the world’s econ- 
omic experiment station.

They say soothing- 
ly to the owner of the cheap stull, 
“It is really quite worth 13 times 
as much as you think, so you just 
hand us the odd three and threepence 
per pound and you may have your 
property.’ Hoe, like a good fellow, 
acquiosces in this arrangement, and 
goes off with his dirty-looking dried 
leaves which have mysteriously be- 
come worth so very much more than 
the innocent persons who grew them 
thought they were worth. Having 
got them safely homo, he cuts them 
up, and (after, perhaps, doing other 
things) puts the cut-up stuff into 
pretty boxes or packets and sells it 
to the good-natured man in the 
street for fourpence halfpenny or 
fivepence an ounce. The man in tho 
street, knowing that the stuff he has 
bought is not nice to eat, spends a 
lot of time in slowly destroying it 
by. fire. When he has burnt one 
ounce he goes and buys another, and 
burns that also. ” 

Meanwhile, of course, the men with 
brass buttons accumulate millions of 
golden sovereigns, which they send 
to the chancellor of the exchequer, 
who buys ironclads and soldiers and 
other things with the money. 


A BONDED WAREHOUSE, 


One funny thing about these  to- 
acco warehouses is the notice out- 
side on the wall, “‘Smoking strictly 
prohibited.” 

First there is the outer door, and 
this has two padlocks on it, and one 
is a king’s padlock, which is very 
difficult to open if you haven't the 
key. Inside there are two doors, 
and they are both made of iron. The 
interlor of a tobacco warehouse is 
perhaps best described as a ware- 
house containing tobacco—only you 
wouldn't know it was tobacco. You 
cannot even smell that it is tobac- 
co; the prevalent aroma is that of 
the packing material covering the 
bales. The bales, of which there are 
vast barricades, are smaller than tho 
cases, and the cases are smaller than 
the tierces, which are not small at 
all. A tierce is sometimes called a 
hogshead, and it is a great fat bar- 
rel containing half a ton of tobacco. 
There were hundreds of tierces in the 
Warehouse I visited, 

In one part of the warehouse men 
Were weighing bales Very exactly, In 
another part other men stood anxi- 


ously around a tierce from which 
thoy had stripped the wood covering. 
With an iron bar they were lifting

Intuitive Faculty of Zerah Col- 
burn and His Kind.

and accurately such questions as: 
“How many minutes are there in 48 
years?’’

ansWeres he could not explain. 
Here, again, is a question which 


George Bidder, the son of a Devon- 
shire laborer, answered at the age of 
2, in one minute. It was put to 
im in the London Stock Pxchange: 
‘If the pendulum of a clock vibrates 
he distance of 93 inches in a second 
f time, how many inches will it vi- 
vate in the course of seven years, 14 
ays, two hours, one minute and 56 
seconds, each year of 365 days, five 
hours, 48 minutes and 55 seconts?’’

Dying For Peace. 


The terrible slaughter which is 
being reported daily from the 
battlefields of Manchuria shows how 
near we are to uniyersal peace, 
The South African war somewhat 
masked the almost incredible kill- 
ing power of modern weapons by 
the slow and cautious nature of the 
campaign. Both forces fought as 
much as possible from coyer; and 
the Boers, at al! eyents, would sel- 
dom risk anything approaching a 
pitched battle. But the Japs are 
fighting against time as well as 
against the Russiun armies in the 
field; andthey have compelled a 
partial return to the face-to-face 
tactics of earlier days. 

The result has Leen a death roll 
which is, indeed, staggering human- 
ity. The largest nations will hesi- 
tate to go to war when such a 
frightful price is likely to be exact- 
ed. This will be especially true of 
the more democratic nations, such 


as Britain, the United States, France| and 


and eyen Germany. The pcople 
will revolt at such a prospective 
slaughter of their sons unless the 
need for the war be very great. 
The result of this must be a popular 
movement towards peace, No light 
cause can precipitate the massacre 
of many thousands. 

Students of war have been tell- 
ing us for a long time that the in 
ventor of the deadly weapon was 
the best friend of peace, and we 
shall now have an opportunity to 
see how true was this prophecy, 
The death roll of the present con- 
flict will be for years an argument 
in favour of arbitration and patience 
which no goyernment will dare 
to forget.

ECHO OF THE BOER WAR. 


King’s Pardon Terminates a Life 
Sentence. 


Irom prison to grouse shooting is 
a transition rarely oxperienced, but 
that is what happoned to Lieut, Wit- 
ton; who: was released from Pert- 
land prison on August 11, says a 
London letter. 

The sensations! incident for which 
he was imprisoned is familiar to all 
the Canadians “who served in the 
Foor war. Witton was a lieutenant 
in the Buskveld Carbineers, a volun- 
teor regiment, and his native land 
is Australia. The command of the 
detachment which Witton joined was! 
held by Uapt. Hunt, who attacked a! 
company of Boers with a small party 
and was dofeated. Capt. Hunt was 
killed, and later Lieut, Morant, a 
comrade, found the body horribly 


mutilated. He swore to avenge the 
death of his friend. 
When his party pursued several 


Boers, and captured one of thom, the 
opportunity came, The wounded pri- 
soner had on somo of Capt. Tfunt’s 
beloncinzgs, Morant announced that 
he would have him shot. 

A court-martial was held, but it 
was merely a mockory, for the Boer 
was given no opportunity of defend- 
ing himself. Lieutenants Morant and | 
Wandcoch agreed that he should bo 
shot. Lieut. Witton, who was a 
suhordinate, took no active part in 
the consultation, and, as he himself | 
declares, protested against this cold-~ 
evding. Mowover, Lieut. 
Morant’s orders were carricd out. 

PAID THI PIANALTY, 

In TWebruary, 1902, Morant, Hand- 
cock and Witten wero tried at Pie- 
tersburg by court-martial for the 
murder of Several Boer prisoners and 
a missionary named Hesse. They 
were all found guilty and sentenced | 
to death, Morant and Handcock ! 
wero shot in Pretoria jail, but Wit- 
bad his sentence commuted to 
This was ow-, 
ing to the fact that he had acted 
under the influence of his superior of- 
ficers, Who udmitted as much before 
their execiition 

At once a popular agitation was

The cots 
are set in two long rows against 
the wall, with ample space between 
for chairs and table. Two meals 
are served on long tables in the mid- 
dle of the pavillions, between the 
rows of beds. The patients are vis- 
ited here at regular intervals, and 
the results of the physicians’ visits 
are duly recorded on tablets hanging 


The general spirit of the treatment 
is clearly indicated for one thing in 
the manner in which these individual 
records are made. Jt is recognized 
that much depends upon keeping the 
patient in a cheerful and hopeful 
frame of mind. There is, of course, 
the posibility that a patient will 
read the report of the doctor's inves- 
tigation, and from this news become 
dejected. To obviate this the doc- 
tors have agreed upon a simple 
cipher for writing down the — result 
of the day’s diagnosis which will he 
clear to themselves without enlight- 
ening the patient as to his real con- 
dition and thereby cause him any 
unnecessary pain. The subterfuge 
bespenks a delicasy and consideration 
painfully lacking in some public in- 
stitutions.

Recently the invention of Messrs.

A current of electricity converting 
a series of taps or ticks like on or

A LUMBER FAMINE, 


European Centres Aro Getting 
Nervous. 


European commercial contres are 
beginning to concern themselves with 
an almost threatened famine {n tim- 
ber for construction Purposes, It 
must bo remembered that almost all 
the Buropean countrics, together 
with Asia and Australia and the 
South — American continent, import 
more timbor than they export; there- 
foro they consume more than thoy |b 
produce, t 
Among the few that export more |} 
than they import are Norway, Fin- 
land and Roumania, and they are 
really “going on their capital’ and 
using up moro t'mber than the year- 
ly annual growth warrants, Asia 
outside of British India, is an insig- 
nificant producer. The forests of Si- 
beria are unavailable on account of 
the expense of transportation; and 
although those of Japan are numer- 
ous, yet they furnish only cnough 
material for the home consumption. 
Tho enormous virgin forosts of equa- 
torial Africa contain but few trees 
available for industrial purposes, and | 
on account of the rapids and the! 
vast distance from the sea they could 
be exploited only at a logs. In 
Northwestern Africa the Atlas range | 
contains some unexhausted forest 
lands, but the local demand is equal | 
to the supply. 
South Africa 1s more noted for its} 
sheep runs and its gold mines than! 
for its forests, and Cape Colony docs | 
not produce one-fifticth of the lumber | 
that it consumes, Central and South! 
America, for tho samo reasons os in 
the case of equatorial Africa, cannot 
be depended upon. Mexico imports 
ono hundred times as much lumber | 
as sho produces and exports none. 
The Argentine republic imports moro 
than doubfe the amount of its ex-

A NEW FIELD GUN. 
England May Adopt Ingenious 
and Very Mobile Weapon. 


to be casting envious eyes 
new deadly field gun which interested 
the King during his visit to Den- 
mark. 

Both his Majesty and the Prince of 
Wales, as well as Lord Roberts, have 
been impressed with the possibilities 
of the Danish invention, and now 
that the gun which the King saw has 
been acquircd by the Rexer Small 
Arms Company, a British firm, cx- 
periments are likely to be carried out 
in this country. 

The features which 
gun are its extreme mobility, 
rate of fire, its lightness for use in 
tlie roughest country. and the fact 
that it can be adopted by any arm 
of the service. 

Cavalry tactics in the Danish army 
are being revolutionized by the adop- 
tion of the gun. The rate of fire 
is two hundred rounds per minute, 
and tlie weapon is so light that it 
can be taken anywhere over a man’s 
shoulder or across a horse. 

It is a multiple single-barrelled gun 
}with an outer rifle tubo encased in a 
jacket. Its weight is under 15 
pounds, and G00 rounds can bo fired 
before the barrel becomes heated.

Has Shown Marked 
Results. 


It is gratifying to know that the 
good results following the Instruc- 
tion work in choose factories and 
creameries throughout the province 
are becoming more and moro ev dent. 
Practically all the factories which 
have asked for instruction haye  al- 
roady roceived four visits, and in 
nearly every ¢ cleanliness in the 
factories is more closely observed, 
and there is a decided improvement 
in tho style and finish of the cheese. 
The good work of removing wilk 
stands to desirable locations far 
from dust and undesirable odors, the 
discarding of rusty cans, the supply- 
ing of pure wator, ete., is continuing 
and the reports from the Chief  In- 
ftructors show that the August 
cheese is superior to that made in 
the carlier months. ‘The considerable 
falling off in the supply, together 
with the improved quality will no 
doubt result in improved prices later 
in the season. Copies of the follow- 
ing card have been furnished to all 
instructors, and the effects following 
their uso are most gratifying. 

HINTS FOR PATRONS. 
Food.—Supply an abundance of 
wholesome food. Do not feed rape, 
turnip tops or apples. Do not al- 
low cows to have access to ragweed, 
lecks,. or other ‘weeds which will 
taint the milk, 

Water Supply.—Furnish pure wa- 
ter in clean troughs. Do not allow 
cows to drink from a stagnant pond 
or have aacess to soakage from barn- 
yard. 

Health of Cows.—Salt should  al- 
Ways be accessible. Stables should 
be well venfilated, lighted and 
drained; should have tight floors and 
walls, and be plainly constructed. 
Whitewasli the stables once or twice 
a year. Do not compel cows to go 
faster than a conifortable walk. 
Utonsils.—Do not use wooden pails. 
Discard all rusty pails, cans or stir- 
ring utensils. Whey should be emp- 
tied as soon as) it arrives at the 
farm. Milk cans and pails should 
be washed with a brush and luke- 
warm water, in which a little sal 
soda has been dissolved, then scald- 
ed and placed on their sides in the 
sun, Scour with salt occasionally. 
Do not use a cloth to either wash 
or Wipe utensils, 

Milkers.—Always wipe cows’ ud- 
ders, flanks, and teats before millk- 
ing. Milk with clean and dry hands. 
Milk quietly, quickly, cleanly, and 
thoroughly.

Try it yourself once or twice when 


the flies are troublesome, and we be- 
lieve you will realize the necessity of 
a change in the arrangements for 
milking, Tix a nice elean place in 
the darkest part of your stable 
Where the cows may be tied and fed 
a couple of quarts of bran or meal 
each, rip up three or four old bone 
dust sacks and sew them together;

SHEEP NOTES. 


The earliest lambs bring the high. 
est prices, 

Merino sheep should never be con- 
fined on low lands at night. 

Shipping poor sheep to market ig 
practically giving them away. 

To secure the best prices, wool 
should be sent to market in the best 
condition. 

For poor lands and short pasture 
Sheep are decidedly better adapted 
than cattle, 

Sheep are not naturally so well 
adapted to rough usage and picking 
their own as cattle. 

It takes blood to feed sheep ticks,’ 


,and blood is too costly to be used 


in that way. 
Any animal when fed heavily 
should have a variety of food This 


or 


is especially so with sheep. 

All flocks should be graded ac- 
cording to age, size and conditions 
as far as practicable. 

Tne most unfavorable condition’ 
under which sheep can be grown is 
to subject them to feeding on low,, 
Washy pastures. 

Tt is often the case that poor sheep 
are kept at a positive loss when 
good sheep under the same circum-, 
stances would return a profit. 

The permanent futility of a farm 
is increased to a great extent by: 
the number of sheep kept on the 
jfarm. 

Under present conditions it is very 
poor economy to select a ewe for 
breeding that has no merit to recom 
mend her. 

So far as can be done the ‘lock! 
should be culled, cut out eo that 
there will be one grade of wool. 

One half the trouble that is  ex- 
perienced from foot rot might bo 
avoided if the sheep's fect were kepti 
trimmed and the animals kept dry 
under foot. Wool is a product 
Which does not take fertility from 
the soil liko grain growing, but if 
slightly managed adds to value of 
the soil for grain growing.

Lord Monck was an Irish peer, 
fourth viscount of the name, was 
born in county Tipperary in 1819, 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
and suceeded to the title in 1849. He 
sat in the British House of Commons 
for several years, and was a lord 
of the treasury in the Palmerston 
‘Administration from 1855 to 1857. 
He was created a Baron of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, with a seat in the 
House of Lords, at Confedoration, as 
a tribute to his services in inaugur- 
ating the union. He died in 1894, 
and was succeeded by his eldest son, 
the present Lord Monck. 

LORD LISGAR. 


There was difficulty in getting a 
successor to Lord Monck. Bees 
cu 


ment had, in a fit of economy, 
down the salary from $50,000 to 
$32,500, The hill doing so was sub- 
sequently disallowed by the Imperial 
authorities—one of tho very few. Can- 
adian laws with which Downing 
Street has over interfered, Several 
men declined the office. Lord Mayo, 
who had accepted, threw it up in 
Wisgust, and went to India, where 
he was assassinated.

LORD ABERDEEN. 


Lord Aberdeen was appointed Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada in 1893, 
and his Governorship is so recent as 
to require no reference. He was born 
in 1847, educated at St. Andrew's 
and Oxford, filled the Vice-Royalty 
of Ircland for a short time in 1836. 
and was appointed to Canada by Mr. 
Gladstone during the last Premier- 
ship of that great statesman. Lord 
Aberdeen, like his brilliant predeces- 
sor, Lord Dutferin, was in office when 
a change in Government took place 
in Canada, with all its resultant agi- 
tations and recriminations. He and 
Lady Aberdeen, who devoted so much 
of her time to good work in_ this 
country, left the Dominion with tho 
hheartiest good wishes of the massed 
of the people. Owing to the fact 
his party has been in opposition 
since his return to England, Lord 
Aberdeen has not filled a place in 
any Governnient, but he is a Liberal 
peer of distinction, and upon the de- 


Baron Lisgar. In the opinion of 
Sir John Macdonald, who was Prime 
Minister during His whole term of 
office, he was ‘‘an ideal Governor,’’ 
the ablest of all these under whom 
that experienced statesman had serv- 
ed. Lord Lisgar died in 1876, jnot 
long after leaving Canada, and hav- 
ing no heir the title became extinct. 
LORD ‘DUFFERIN, 

The brilliant Earl of Dufferin’ as- 
sumed the Governorship in June, 
1872. He was personally the most 
popular of all owr Governors. During 
his term of office he visited Hritish 
Columbia and smoothed over tlie agi- 
tation there against the Dominion. 
He kept up good relations with the 
United States. He sailed safely 
through the stormy political episode 
known as the Pacific Scandal, He 
was liked by all creeds and classes. 
His witty speeches were the talk of 
tlie whole continent. His weightier 
deliverances were equally acceptable. 
From the people's standpoint he, not 
Lord Lisgar, was the ‘‘ideal gover- 
nor.”’ Lord Thifferin’s subsequent 
triumphs made him one of the most 
famous diplomatists in Europe. Ho 
Served at Paris, St. Petersburg, 
Rome, Constantinople and Cairo. He 
spent four years as Viceroy of India. 
He was made Warden of the Cinque 
Ports. He was created a Marquis 
by Gueen Victoria. He died in 
1900 at the age of 72. He left Can- 
ada in November, 1878, 


LORD LORNE. 


The Marquis of Lorne was a mem- 
her of the Honse of Commons when 
Lord Beaconsfield, during his second 
appointed him.

THE ‘‘WIRELESS’’ IN WAR. 


Present War. 


Wireless telegraphy as a means of 
communication between ships of a 
scattered fleet during war manoeuvres 
is having its first real test in the 
present struggle in the far East, and 
in at least one case it has done what 
Was predicted of it—notified one fleet 
of the presence of an enomy. 

Although there have been attempts 
to maintain secrecy in despatches by 
use of differently ‘‘tuned’’ instru- 
ments, the Japanese instruments 
have been affected by the Russian de- 
spatches.

A MID-OCEAN PERIL. 


Hammer-blows are ineffective in the 
case of large forgings—say, of eigh- 
teen or twenty-four inches through. 
Tho blows do not penetrate properly 
to the central portions, which are 
thus left open and spongy in texture, 
and the shait will probably, as has 
often happened, snap off some day 
in mid-ocean. This is one reason 
why the biggest shafts are now made 
hollow—to lessen this risk. But if a 
shaft is *squecezed, the pressure is 
transmitted right to its heart, and a 
perfect job is made. ‘This is the 
chief reason why the press has ous- 
ted the large hammer for the most 
massive forgings.

Beef and mutton, with pork, so en- 
tirely make up the menu that we 
actually i1egard lamb and veal ag 
distinct dishes. Why should not 
goat flesh be introduced into the bill 
of fare? It is good eating, as Rob- 
inson Crusge and Don Juan testify. 
In France it is largely eaten, Paris 
alone requiring 10,000 goats annual- 
ly for the table. Our neighbors also 
enjoy the donkey, whose tlesh, when 
killed young, resembles that of the 
turkey, though of much finer’ flavor. — 

Though a hippophagic banquet ar- 
ranged by the late Sir Henry Thomp- 
son was lield in London some years 
ago, it is still almost dangerous to 
suggest horseflesh to an Englishman 
as food. In reality it is very excel- 
lent cating, and only prejudice can 
gainsay the fact. Old and worn-out 
horses cannot afford either nourish- 
ing or palatable meat, but that of a 
ftorse reared like an ox, for the 
table, has a finer fibre and flavor 
than beef, though darker in color. 1t 
ia served in the best French restau- 
rants, as well as being largely eaten 
by the people. 

“It was in Paris,’ wrote Mr. 
Vandam, the author of ‘‘An [nglish- 
man in Paris,’ ‘‘that I learned how 
the cat had been misjudged. Call the 
dog the friend of man if you like, 
but don’t cat him. Fry him, stew, 
boil, or bake him, do what you will, 
his flesh is and remains oily and 
flabby, witha strong flavor of cas- 


tor oil. But I declare that stewed 
puss is far finer than stewed rab- 
bit.”” 


This testimony the writer can per- 
sonally corroborate, having recently 
been invited to a dinner given by a ~ 
gourmet of eccentric tastes. The dish — 
of the evening was ‘‘Chat aux Cham © 
pignons.”’

L.A., came to the Transvaal from 
the newly acquired territory now 
called Rhodesia. The party travell- 
ed via Tt. ‘Tuli, and entered the 
Transvaal at a point near the pos- 
sessions of the then great Kaftir 
chieftain, Magato, known, from _ his 
power and his contempt for the Boer 
regime. as “‘the lion of the north.” 

Magato long was the terror of the 
venturesome Boer pioneers. To sct 
foot in his realm was to court death. 
Across Rhodesia his fearless black 
warriors, a living hedge with bristl- 
ing spears, barred the way to the 
Zambesi River, But if Magato was 
fearless, so was Cecil Rhodes, ‘The 
empire builder who had not feared to 
go alone to the heart of Lobengula’s 
country and make a treaty with that 
black scourge of the dark continent 
did not hesitate to pay a visit to 
Magato, 

Almost alone Cecil Rhodes ascended 


the mountains of Rhodesia, at the 
top of which Magato had built his 
rude but almost impregnable for- 
tress. ‘Almost alone the empire 


builder threaded the maze of crooked 
paths that lead to the wily old chiefs 
dwelling place, passing hundreds of 
semi-naked warriors armed with 
spears, shields and war clubs’ with 
the same contemptuous indifference 
he always showed to savago soldiery.

BURIED TREASURE. 


Just before his death Magato, who 
hated his nephew, Mepefu, the heir to 
the chieftainship, and who hoped to 
see one of his indunas installed in- 
stead, determined, at any rate, not 
to leave him any richer. So when he 
felt that his death was near he sent 
for four of his indunas and address- 
ing them solemnly on their duty and 
loyalty to himself, requested them to 
divide the diamonds into parcels and 
take them far away and bury them 
in some wilderness. This they prom- 
ised to do and the diamonds having 
been distributed among them, 10 
indunas set out for Matabeleland ani 
the other two trekked toward the 
Selati, in the direction in which the 
remains of the murdered man Van 
Niekerk were subsequently found. 

Tho facts leaked out in one way 
or another after Magato’s death, 
and there must be many of Magato’s 
people, as well as a few persons who 
know these details—perhaps even 
there are some traders in Zoutpans- 
berg to-day who may remember two 
Magato’s indunas going on a special 
mission toward the location of Majiji 
the mysterious ‘‘she king’ as _ the 
Kaffirs called her. 


MODEL WORKING VILLAGE. 


Methods Used in Financing and 
Managing It. 


A village of workers on the  Bir- 
minghain acquaduct is attracting 
much attention in England. It has 
its hospital for accidents, its mis- 
sion and schoolroom, its public hall 
and recreation room, bath-hovse and 
fire-brigade depot. It has also its 
canteen, which pays out of its pro- 
fits the whole of the expenses of the 
other institutions. Here lies the so- 
lution of a problem that may show 
the way to the whole country. 
The canteen js°a municipal public- 
house based upon the modification of 
the Gothenburg. system. ‘The man- 
ager is paid a fixed salary, and has 
consequently no interest in pushing 
the sale of intoxicating liquors. The 
beverages dispensed are thoroughly 
wholesgme beer and aerated waters. 
Only reyistered inhabitants are al- 
lowed to use the building, and none 
of these must be under eighteen 
years of age. Women must not en- 
ter the har, and every night at nine 
o'clock the house is closed. 

Fiom the profit arising out of the 
canteen the cost of the day-school 
beyond the amounts provided by the 
Government grants and _ the local 
rates is defrayed, as Well as that of 
the mission-room and _ recreation- 
room, the gymnasium, free library, 
recreation grounds and bathroom, 
Thus: the results of this experiment 
ave that, while the sum total of al- 
colfolic drink consumption has un- 
reduced, the little 
community has been able to derive 
advantages that could not ocherwise 
have beer. obtainable. 

The dwelling-houses thomselves and 
the manner in which they are con- 
ducted are also very much out of 
the common, Built of wood, differ 
ent types of huts Have been provided 
for the various classes of work- 
people, and regulations are enforced 
to prevent overcrowding and over- 
charging on the part of the thut- 
keepers. 

As a Yule, there are 1,700 men re- 
siding in the village or adjacent to 
it. There have been in various 
stages of the Works as many a8 2,-

REMARKABLE OPERATION. 


| Criminal Instincts in a Boy Are! 
Corrected. 


An Indianapolis, Indiana, despatch 
says: The correction of criminal in- 
Btincts by a surgical operation is 
tho latest foat of the Juvenile Court. 
Jesse Meard, fifteen years old, was 
brought into the Juvenile Court’ in 
March by his mother, and was 
Charged with being incorrigible. He 
had been away from home five days, 
and the mother and sister cf the boy 
thought that he should be put in 
some institution where ‘he could be 
managed. Pending an investigation 
of the case, Mrs, Helen W. Rogers, 
chief probation officer, and others of 
the court, conceived the idea that a 
physical defect was responsible for 
the lad’s imental attitude. The mo- 
ther and sister’ then remembered a 
fall received by the boy when three 
years old» He had struck his head 
on a rock in a stream where he was 
wading. Dr. Kohlmer’s examination 
showed a concave forraation of the 
skutl where it should have been con- 
vex. ‘Arrengements for an operation 
Were made, but they were not car- 
ried out until July Sth, as the boy 
had run away in the meantime. 

The operation by Dr. Kohlmer in- 
Volved the remaval of three pieces of 
the skull, on the under side of which 
he found thick growths pressing 
against the head. The boy was al- 
lowed to leave the hospital founteen 
days later, well and strong as ever, 
but shoWing a remarkable difference 
in his manner. The old surliness and 
usgovernable tenmsper were gone, and 
he was perfectly amenable to the 
Wishes of this mother, The mind of 
the boy has cleared, anid he seems ex- 
tremely bright. It is believed that 
he will learn rapidly in schoo! and 
make up for the worthless years. He 
understands what has happened to 
him, and says he is very thankful to 
the court and to the doctor. 

Me will enter a special school in 
connection with Shortridge High 
School, maintained for truants and 
backward students, this week. The 
boy has not been in school for thirce 
years because of his incorrigibility, 
and at the time he was taken out of 
school he had reached only the sec- 
ond grade—the class of boys cight.

THE VALOE OF UUR FAIRS 


SHOULD BE MEANS OF GIVING 
INFORMATION, 


The New Educational Features— 
A Substitute for the 
Fair. 


It is a self-evident proposition that 
agricultural fairs which receive 
grants of public money should give 
the public something of value there- 
for. It is not the province of goy- 
ernments in these days to assist i 
providing amusement for the peop 
A good many agricultural societies 
aro now making an earnest effort to 
improve their fairs by the introduc- 
tion of educational features, and 
and their example is being followed 
by the large exhibitions which do 
not ordinarily receive legislative 
grants. There are still some fairs, 
controlled largely by the business 
Inen of the towns, which seem to be 
held for the purpose of attracting 
visitors who will prove good custom- 
ers, but the number is fortunately be 
coming few. It is now generally re- 
cognised that shows exist primarily 
for the purpose of improving agricul- 
tural conditions. 

The up-to-date fair secures the ser- 
vices of expert judges, who explain 
the reasons for their decisions in the 
ring and give addresses on the best 
types of horses, cattle, sheep and 
Swine. In this way the ” judging 
may be made an educational feature 
instead of mrercly an allotment — of 
premiums by men who are often in- 
competent or 

BIASED IN THEIR JUDGMENT. 
The awarding of prizes at a fair is a 
comparatively unimportant matter as 
compared with other considerations. 
What is really desirable is that fairs 
should be the means of disseminating 
information and of fixing correct 
ideals in the minds of those 
Who are producing food-stuffs and on 
Whom the prosperity of Canada de- 
pends. Desirable and undesirable 
types of fowls may be shown, with 
lectures on the fattening of chickens 


and exhibitions of killing, plucking 
and packing for “export. A model 
poultry house, with incubators, 
brooders, fattening crates and other 
appliances, interested thousands of 
visitors at the ‘Toronto fair this 
year. Practical demonstrations of 
the proper packing of fruit for ex- 
port should be given in fruit dis- 
tricts by expert packers, and the 
most approved styles of fruit pack- 
ages exhibited. 

Another feature worthy of adoption 
by all agricultural societies, but 
which only a few have yet taken up, 
is the growing of illustration plots 
on the fair grounds. At a small 
expense a very interesting and  in- 
Structive exhibit of the best varic- 


beets can be provided. By studying 


bringing home to particular condi- 
tions of soil and climate the general 
conclusions arrived at by the experi- 
mental farms. In all Kinds of farm

Cover with vino- 
gar in which a tablespoon of salt 
has been dissolved and let stand 
over night. In the morning cook in 
same vinegar for fifteen minutes, then 
drain well, Mix fourteen tablespoons 
round mustard with 5-cents’ worth 
of tumeric, one tablespoon black 
popper, three tablespoons sugar and 
one-hali toacup flour with enough 
colt vinegar to .make a smooth 
paste, Pour this mixture into three 
pints boiling vinegar, boil a few 
minutes, then pour over the pickles. 
Mix well and bottle. Unless you 
have plenty of wide mouthed bot- 
tles it is better to use one-quart 
cans, This recipe makes six quarts. 
: Ripe Cucumber Pickle.—Take twen- 
___ty-four large ripe cucumbers, six 
White onions and four large red pep- 
pers. Pare and remove the seeds} 
from the cucumbers and chop well, 
but not too fine. Chop onions and 
peppers, mix thoroughly with the 
three one cup salt and one ounce 
White mustard seed. Place in a mus- 
lin bag and let them drain over | 
night.

Vegetarian Stew.—One cup of dried

LAUNDERING LACE CURTAINS. 


There are very few people, we are 
informed by an exchange, who know 
how to launder lace curtains pro- 
perly. When they are first taken 
down, they should be shaken and 
bruslied free of dust. A little washing | 
soda is then dissolved in some warm 
water, and the curtains are cleansed 
by rinsing them about in it. Lace 
should never be rubbed on a board. 
Unless the curtains are cream  col- 
ored, the rinsing water should bo 
slightly blued, and they should be 
thoroughly stirred about in it. A 
thin starch, in which a tablespoon- 
ful of powdered borax has been dis- 
solved, should be applied to the lace. 
Clean sheets are tacked to the floor 
in some unoccupied or seldom used 
room, and the curtains are pinned to 
them, the surface being drawn taut 
and smooth. Most people now-a-days 
have stretchers, and dry their cur- 
tains on them. An old quilting- 
frame may be made to serve in- 
stead. When a framo is used, the 
curtains may be dried in the sun, 
which helps to bleach them. 


USES OF COAL OIL, 


A few drops on your dusting cloth 
will brighten your furniture, as well 
as prevent dust from flying from the 
cloth. 

One tablespoonful added to each 
boilerful of water will lessen labor, 
as well as whiten your clothes whén 
Washing.

A sritish officer sends home a 


of highly interesting notes 
from the theatre of war in the Far 
East, which throw some very useful | 
sidelights on the general situation. 
I have covered most of the ground, 
No says; from Japan to Port Ar- 
thuy, and have listened to the opin- 
ions and narratives of men of many | 
nationalities and shades of senti-| 
ment. I might summarizo a good 
meny by quoting the dictum of a 
German acquaintance as he gazed on 
the British and Japanese flags fly- 
ing in the harbor at Chemulpo. “Be- 
hold,” he said, ‘‘the banners of the 
Rising and the Sctting Sun. Soon 
we shall have cried ‘Le Roi est 
Mort! Vive le Roi!’ ’’ 

He did not intend to be unpleasant 
although it may have been inspired 
by a little of that apprehensive bit- 
terness which seems to have seized

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the triumphs and irristible efficiency 
of Japan; but it undoubtedly marks 
the humble place in the general esti- 
mation to which Great Britain has 
been relagated by the nerveless policy 
of our foreign office in the Far Bast. 
It would really seem as though 
every one wene waiting for our shoes. 
When I was at Wei-Hai-Wei a short 
time ago there was a strong suspi- 
cion that the British government, 
desperately anxious to get rid of the 
place, over the acquisition of which 
there was such a fanfare a little 
while ago, were actually going to al- 
low Germany to add jt to her pos- 
sesions in Shaytung.

Was in the place, and her offficers, as 
usual, were cntertained and shown 
over everything they cared to exam- 
ine. When they were leaving after 
their few days’ stay they were asked 
if they were going to repeat the 
visit. “No,’’ replied the German 
commander; ‘‘we shall not pay a 
visit next time. When we come 
again it will be to take it over from 
you.”’ 

Tho British government have 
to Let’ at 
Wei-Hai-Wei, and it is one of the 
first holdings belonging to the poor 
old “Setting Sun’ which the Ger- 
mans will endeavor to acquire. It 
would imnyensely strengthen their po- 
sition at Kaio-chau, and their hold 
over the province of Shantung. In 
German hands it would become the 
Gibraltar of the Gulf of Pechill. I 
got into Port Arthur and out again 
before the war commenced. I was 
able to examine the town, barracks 
and dock yard. There were some 
splendid palatial buildings in the 
former, including a magnificent ca- 
thedral, all of which I hear have 
been more or less destroyed by Togo. 
The barracks also were quite the 
best I had ever seen, possessing din- 
ing-rooms entirely separate from the 
sleeping quarters. The only dock 
for repairing purposes could not pos- 
sibly have accommodated anything 
larger than a second-class cruiser. 
Thousands of men were at work ev- 
eryWhere, but I was warned that if 
I approached the fortifications J 
should at once be arrested as a spy. 
The Russian soldiers I saw were a 
fine looking lot of men, but intensely 
animal, and in appearance mentally 
deficient. 

However that may be, they have 
learned to use their guns on the sea- 
ward batteries. The British naval 
attache at Tokio, who has now re- 
turned home, was with ‘Togo on his 
flagship during all the first attacks 
on Port Arthur. He had a good 
deal to tell on the subject, and ex- 
plained for the first time how it was 
that Togo. took 

SUCH CARE OF HIS SHIPS, 
and did not, as some seomed to think 
he might have done, send them in 
and attack the Russians much clos- 
er on several occasions when their 
vessels came out. 
Tho British naval witness. how- 
ever, says the fire of the Russian sea 
batteries and from Golden Hill was 
so Wonderfully accurate that even 
at six or seven miles distance the 
Russian shell was bursting all around 
about the Japanese slips when they 
approached to that range. None — 
excepting the mined vessels—was 
ever badly damaged or required to 
be sent to Sasebo; but that Admiral 
Togo exercised a wise discretion in 
the management of his offensive tac- 
tics off Port Arthur we can well un- 
derstand after the British attacho’s 
report, 

A good deal of minor damages 
lave been sustained, but with Togo's 
fleet. are several dockyard ships, 
which have been doing splendid ser- 
vice, ranging alongside any damaged

Plum Chutney.—Three pounds of 
plums, one pound apples; one pound 
sugar; one pint white wine vinegar;

Cayenne pepper, and two large  on- 
ions Mince all these ingrodients 
and boil two hours, slowly. Green 
tomatoes or quinces may be used in- 
stead of plums, if desired. This is 
very nice for to use with cold meats. 

Cucumber Catsup.—Pare good sized 
green cucumbers and remove the 
Seeds, Grate them fine. To a dozen 
largo cucumbers add two medium 
sized onions (chopped fine), two 
tablespoonfuls of grated horseradish; 
a dash of cayenne pepper; two tea- 
spoonfuls sugar, salt and pepper to 
taste. Cover with the cold cider 
Vinegar and put in sealed jars. 

Tomato Sauce.—Pcel one gullon of 
ripe tomatoes and five pods of red 
pepper, Cook until tender. Strain 
through a coarse cloth, then stir 
thoroughly into it two ounces of 
black pepper, half an ounce of white 
mustard seed, half an ounce of all- 
spice, and one pint of vinegar. Boil 
slowly for three or four hours; while 
still hot, bottle and cork tightly. 
This will keep for years, so should 
| be made when you have a heavy to- 
mato crop. 

Bredd Fritters.—This is an excel- 
lent way of using up stale bread :— 
Cut some slices 
of an inch thick, and trim into neat 
shapes with a circular cutter. Make 
a trying batter with three table- 
spoonfuls of flour, one egg, a pinch 
of salt, the same quantity of baking 
powder, and mix into a stiff batter 
with a little milk, Sweeten to 
taste. Take two of the pieces of 
bread and spread one with a_ thick 
preserve, press the other on to it.

The Kremlin at Moscow is the 
largost as well as perhaps, the most 
famous of royal palaces, in the 
world. Although the actual modern 
| building—or, rather group of build- 
ings—dates only from the reign of 
Nicholas I., the rulers of Russia have 
lived in the Kremlin rom time im- 
memorial, and the Czar and Czar- 
ina always make a point of spend- 
ing a portion of each year in Mos- 
cow, so long the capital of ancient 
Russia. ‘There ure o thousand rooms 
in the Kremlin, and the State apart- 
ments are indescribably splendid, 
much of the furniture being literally 
studded with precious stones, Of 
tho series of halls the most wonderful 
is that of St. Catherine, of which 
the walls are supported by malachite 
pillars. Here the newly-crowned Czar- 
ina always holds her first court, im- 
mediately after her coronation, 
Among the smaller rooms, though 
they also are of vast proportions, 
special interest attaches to the Ozar’s 
State bedroom, which is entirely 
hung with white brocade, while the 
pilasters which reach from the floor 
to the roof, are of vere antique, and 
the mantel piece and dressing tablo 
of the costlicst jasper.

When his father died, 
in 1900, ‘Jacky’? who was two 
months old, came in for 86,000,000. 
Within a month the child inherited a 
second fortune of $9,000,000 through 
a tragic circumstance. His uncle, 
Harold Brown, the only brother of 
John Nicholas, was traveling in 
England when the news of his re- 
lative's ilfmess reached him. At the 
time he was threatened with pneu- 
monia, but nothing the doctors could 
say would keep him from at once 
leaving for New York. and so ‘he 
took passage on the Teutonic.

Sailors Now Get Inside of Large 
Metal Globe. 


Instead of being fitted with ordin- 
ary lifeboats, go-ahead Norwegian 
vessels are now carrying large steel 
globes, like that which some days 
ago was turned adrift in the middle 
of the North Sea and safely landed 
its passengers on the coast off Hol- 
land. 

The sailors are loud in its praise. 
“It is so clever and yet so simple,’’ 
said one. ‘Look, for instance, at 
the ingenious way in which its flat 
double bottom is designed to carry 
drinking water, which acts as bal- 
last. 

“Then the manholes which you en- 
ter by serve a double purpose, be- 
ing covered with thick glass, and 
forming lookout ports. 

“It is wonderfully comfortable, 
too. Pach passenger has a proper 
seat, and is strapped to the side 
so that he cannot be thrown down 
when the globe rolls. 

“Superior to the old lifeboat? 
should say so. For not only are 
you kept dry and warm and free 
from all danger of foundering, but 
the craft occupies only 64 fect of 
deck space, as compared with tho 
ordinary lifeboats 142 fect. 

“It cannot be sucked down by a 
sinking ship, and will float ashore in 
almost .any surf without being brok- 
en up. I know, because I have gone 
ashore in it myself in a heavy gale 
quite comfortably.

STREET, LONDON, 


Has Been the Home of 
Prime Ministers 
Centuries.

A dingy old house in a narrow cul- 
de-sac leading out of Whitehall, Lon- 
don, one of three which form a slen- | 
der wodge of drab brickwork in’*a 
magnificent block of buildings—this 
is'a fair description of the most re- 
markable dwelling-house in England} 
—probably in the world, for it ig the 
centre from which, for nearly a cou- 
plo of centuries, the far-spreading 
British Empire has been governed, 
and made their home. 

A couple of centuries ago Downing} 
Street consisted of ‘‘four or five very 
large well-built Houses fit for per- 
sons of honor and quality, cach 
house having a pleasant prospect in- 
to St. James's Park, with a terrace-| 
Walk’’; and it was one of these houses 
which George II. offered to Walpole, 
the Premier, as a personal gilt; 
and from that day to this No, 10 
Downing Street, has been the resi- 
dence of successive Prime Ministers, | 
and under its roof half a century of 
Cabinets have met. But its early 
glory soon departed. At the end of 
the eighteenth century it had become! 
a street of shabby houses—mostly 
lodging-houses—with ‘The Cat and 
Bagpipes at one end; and now all 
the houses but three have been swept 
away, and of these No. 10 is one. 

But what oa splendid history this 
dreary-looking house has had. Wal- 
polo made his home there for many 
years, with his clever, gossipy son, 
Horace, as his private secretary; and 
a pleasant place it seems to Have 
been in his day. On the eve of leav- 
ing it Horace wrote to a friend: 
“I am writing to you in one of the 
charming rooms towards the park; 
it is a lovely evening, and I am will- 
ing to enjoy this sweet corner while 
I may, for we are soon to :uit it.’’ 
Pelham succeede’ as tenant in 1743, 
and was followed by the elder Vitt, 
Lord Bute, and Lord North.

It is 
plainly furnished, has a lofty ceiling 
supported on columns, walls lined 
with bookcases and a_ few pictures, 
and has a“pleasant outlook on tho 
park, with a terrace beneath on 
which Ministers may take the _ air 
during their deliberations. 

At present the Council Chamber 
serves aS a working room for Mr. 
Balfour, who may often be seen from 
the park standing at the desk near 
one of the windows. ‘The drawing- 
room on the floor above is a beauti- 
ful room, with its decoration ‘in 
cream and gold and its portraits of 
past First Lords, of the Treasury 
from Lord Portland, of the se 
enteenth century, to Lord Rosebery. 
'Phis is probably the very room in 
which Horace Walpole wrote the let- 
ter in 1742 from which we have 
quoted.

PRECIOUS METALS, 


World’s Stock of Gold and Silver 
Doubleu Since 1873. 


The supply of precious metals 
seems to keep up with the demand. 
Since 1873 the world’s stock of gold 
and silver has nearly doubled. The 
entire amount of silver at present is 
supposed to be about $3,634,000,000, 
against $1,817,000,000 in 1873; of 
gold, about $5,3382,000,000 against 
$3,045,000,000 in 1873, There are 
many undeveloped regions yet which 
will be able to supply the needs of 
the future. The mineral wealth of 
Central and Eastern Asia, of Central 
Africa, South and Central America, 
Mexico and Alaska still remains un- 
der ground, while even old worked 
fields havo not lost their producti- 
vity. The mines of Spain have been 
in operation for thousands of years. 
Nevertheless last year they yielded 
$34,740,000, a great part of which 
Was gold and silver bearing lead. 

In 1908 the world’s entire output 
of the yellow metal was 15,963,750 
fme ounces, worth $3:30,000,000, 
against $96,200,000 in 1873. Of sil- 
ver the output was 170,000,000 fine 
ounces, worth $91,800,000, but of a 
so-called ‘coinage value’ of $219,- 
791,900. The wond’s coinage of 
gold in 1902 was $220,405,125, 
against $466,110,614 in 1899 and 
$257,630,802 in 1873. In tho Unit- 
ed States the gold output was about 
$74,428,000: of silver, $30,520,700 
worth, of a ‘coinage valuo’’ of $73,- 
676,100, In 1902 the’ United States 
produced $80,000,000 worth of gold; 


Australasia, $81,578,000; Janada, 
$20,741,200; Mexico, $10,158,100; 
Africa, $80,023,700, China, $8,781,-
